Prices of Platinum Group Metals: 


The published price of the company’s platinum remained 
unchanged throughout the year at U.S. $120 (R85.70) per troy 
ounce. 

Prices quoted in respect of such quantities of metal as 
were made available to the Free Market from Russian and 
other sources declined from U.S. $280 at the beginning of 
the year to U.S. $162 as at 19th September, 1969. 

The prices of palladium, rhodium and iridium were reduced 
by varying amounts during the year in order to meet com- 
petitive price levels. The price of nickel was increased whilst 
the prices of gold and copper fluctuated, the average prices 
obtained for these metais being higher than those obtained 
during the previous year 


Sales: 


Conditions in our markets remained virtually unchanged 
and demand for the company’s platinum continued to exceed 
supplies. The output of refined platinum steadily increased 
during the year and the total output was sold. 

Increased quantities of by-product metals also became 
available in refined form. Although conditions in the market 
for the associated platinum group metals were relatively quiet 
and more competitive, sales of these metals were maintained 
at satisfactory levels. In the case of the base metals, market 
conditions were such that they were readily sold as soon as 
refined 


Revenue: 


The increase in net revenue during the year arose primarily 
from the higher level of sales of platinum. As a result of the 
increased sales at higher prices of some of the by-product 
metals there was also an improvement in revenue from this 
source. 


Stocks: 


As the whole of the year’s output of refined platinum was 
sold, stocks of refined metal remained virtually unchanged 
at a minimal level. The stock of unrefined metals in the 
pipeline increased as a result of the higher rate of mine 
production during the year. 


Accounts: 


After providing R11,130,000 for taxation and State’s share 
of profits and transferring to general reserve an amount of 
R2,925,000 and after allowing for an overprovision last year 
of R2,000 for loan portion of normal tax, the profit for the 
year amounted to R24,471,000 compared with R21,249,000 for 
the previous year. This amount was dealt with as follows:
